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Lyttleton, N. Z. The Shipping-of frozen mutton (known 
in England as “Canterbury’') is a very lan.>e ot bu iness 
at ti is port. The carcases are brought by rail and dray 
to the side of the ship and taken on board straight into 
the refrigerat’ng chambers. The value of this export 
trade is about one mill on and a half sterling per annum. 
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
